NOTES OF THE WEEE. 
FORFIGN matters continue to occasion much misgiving. The 
aspect of our relations with America does not improve, nor does 
the war raging in that unfortunate country approach a state of 
solution. Lord Lyons has called in question the manner in which 
British subjects, suspected of secession proclivities, have been 
subjected to arbitrary, arrest, and imprisonment, and Mr. Seward 
has answered with some asperity, objecting as he alleges, to 
take the British Minister's interpretation ofhow the American 
Constitution should be read and carried into effect. The 
letters between the parties are published, and they do not 
reflect much credit on the temper and discretion of either side. 
When we couple this matter with the recent circular of the 
American Secretary of State, calling upon the authorities of the 
various States to put their coast and boundary defences into 


good fighting order, it looks ugly and sinister. Still we think the 
United States’ Government will find plenty in hand to fiyht the 
Confederates withont extending the area of battle, or brin zing 
any leading State of Europe into belligerent action. Foolish 
dispatch and letter writing has often been productive of serious | 
mischief ; let us hope, therefore, that those now atthe head of | 
affairs on both sides of the Atlantic will profit from experience, 
and avoid as far as possible anything calculated to wound the 
susceptibilities or endanger the interests of the two countries 
placed under their respective control. No battle on the Poto- 
mac has yet taken place, though daily expected. The last 
mail brings the intelligence that a p.rtion of the Federal army | 
had crossed the river and made good its footing on the left 
bank, though not without a brisk skirmish and the death of an

ITALY. 

A long letter by Kossnth has just appeared, im which he 
maintains that the only course open for Maly is to make com- 
mon cause with Hungary, aud direct her power first against 
Venice instead of Rome. He says :—- 

“ The key of the Hungarian crisis is at Turin. I said that 
the key of the difficulty is at Turin; but I will not stop there. 
I will add that the key of the final solution of the Italian ques- 
tion is at Posth. 

“ In your plans you must consider Hungary as the right and 
Italy as the left wing of your army. ‘What then, you will 
say, * can we or should we do? This is the practical side of the 
question. I reply. The plan arranged was—first, to consoli- 
date Naples, and transform hor into a magazine of war; then 
Rome, because only Rome can unite Italy ; and then Venice. I 
will not discuss the logic of this plan. For months you have 
tried it in vain. The Italian question has not progressed ; 
therefore it has receded. If yon can settle it before the time 
when Hungary ean help you is past, Í shall be glad ; but I beg 
you not to sacrifice the end to the means. 

“Tt is said, ‘The cause of the Naples difficulty is at Rome. 
Let us, therefore, مع‎ to Rome, Yes! bnt the French aro there! 
This is vexntious, but it is true. Do you wish for the French 
against you as well as Reaction, the Pope, and Austria? 

“ But I see other means of salvation. You must reverse the 
impracticable plan, and, in combination with Hungary, place 
Venice in the van. You must remember that this, which is 
now possible, nay certain, may, in a few months, become abso- 
lately impossible. If Italy should aucoecd in erushing reaetion, 
and in planting the tricolour ou the Campidoglio, and in the 
meantime should lose liungary, not only would she never get 
Venice, but most likely would lose Rome, Naples, and perhaps 
more still. On the other hand, by freeing Venice and crushing 
in Hungary, and by means of Hungary, the strength of Aus- 
tria, Reaction will be extinguished at Naples, and Rome, like a 
ripened fruit, will fall into the hands of Italy. 

“Venice to the forc! That is my advice. Are you not 
strong enough? Ask Hungary, and she will give yon more 
than any other nation cun. 

** Venice to the fore, and there will be no obstacles in Paris.

The elections to the Chamber of Deputies at Baden-Baden 
have resulted in a large majority for the Liberal party.

RUSSIA. 

The Prewssiche Zeitung publishes news from Moscow (with- 
out date) anzouncing that the students in that city had created 
violent disturbances, which had been quelled by military force. 

A petition requesting the release of the students lately 
arrested, and that a constitution should be granted to Russia, 
had been signed by 17,000 persons. 

The University of Kazau had been closed because the stu- 
dents had demolished the rector's house. 

Student distarbances had also taken place at Charkow. 

It had been proved that collusion existed between the stu- 
dents of all the universities. 

The University of Kiew had alone remained quiet. 

Count Schuwaloff, chief of the political police, had left St. 
Petersburg for Moscow to meet the Emperor, and to request 
his Majesty to relieve him of his functions. 

The Preussiche Zeitung also states that a ministerial secre- 
tary had been arrested for having collected signatures to a 
petition on behalf of the students of St. Petersburg, which was 
to be presented to the Emperor on his return to that city. 


Fears are entertained that stormy scenes, attended by great 
masses of the people, will take place on the Emperor's return to 
St. Petersburg. 

` SPAIN. 

An unimportant attempt at insurrection on the part of the 
Republican party bas been made at Medinaceli.

The news received from the Cape of Good Hope is satisfac- 
tory.

Tuesday, the anniversary of * The Gunpowder Plot," the 
London boys, and others of a larger growth, amused them- 
selves by carrying about representations of the old conspirator, 
dressed up in all varieties of costume. During the last few 
years representations of Guy Fawkes have almost entirely 
viven way to figures of persons who at that time happened to 
Le particularly obnoxious, and amongst them Cardinal Wise- 
man, the Emperor of Russia, and other notabilities have been 
shown through London streets. This morning there were a 
fow representations of slaves being vigorously lashed after the 
Legree fashion, in allusion to current events in America; but 
the whole affair was without point and failed to get up any 
excitement. There being such a paucity of subjects to choose 
from, recourse was again had to the od favourite, and Guy 
Fawkes came out quite fresh again with his hideous mask, his 
short pipe, and his gigantic bundles of faggots and matches. 
They were not, however, on so extensive a scale as in many 
previous years, and the subscriptions of the public, to whom 
the usual appeals were made, appeared to anything but 
liberal, In consequence of the Fifth of November service, 
which was formerly appended io the Prayer-book, having been 
struck out by an Order in Council, there was no special service 
in St. Paul's Cathedral: and in the metropolitan churches 
generally the day was entirely disregarded. 

The Lord Mayor has contradicted a statement which ap- 
peared in the daily papers, to the effect that the Lady Mayoress 
had forwarded a letter to the Empress of the French, offering 
her the hospitalities of the Mansion House in the event of her 
Majesty visiting this country to see the Exhibition next year.

of Her Majesty. The Lord Chancellor said it gave him the 
highest satisfaction to have to state that Her Majesty highly 
approved of the choice made by the citizens of London in in- 
vesting so distinguished a person as Alderman Cubitt with the 
high office of chief magistrate of the City of London. 

The Poor-law Board have been making injuiries into a very 
singular charge brought against the master of the Poole Union 
Workhouse. It secms that this official has been making pre- 
sents to the guardians of hams, potatoes, cabbages, green peas, 
gooseberries, and other things, on the ground that it was an 
old custom. The case has excited great interest in the neigh- 
boarhood, but the sequel will not be known till the eommis- 
sioners’ report has been considered by the Poor-law Board. 

EMIGRATION FROM  LivERPOOL.— The Liverpool emigration 
retarns for October present some very interesting features. 
The “exodus” for the last month is considerably above 


that of September, but very much below the month of October | 


of the previous year. Australia has now superior attractions 
to America, and more than half the emigrants who have gone 
from Liverpool! have gone to the Australian colonies. The 
Australian emigrante from Liverpool, during the month of 
October, numbered 1,454 out of a total of emigrants of 2,628. 
A good many of the remainder go to Quebec and Canada. 
Last year the total number of emigrants from Liverpool, in 
October, amounted to 5,200, 

On Monday morning Mr. Robert Wright, a rate collector for 
the Notti m Union, was brought before Mr. R. Wildman, 
the recorder, at the quarter sessions, charged with embezzlirg 
m , the property of the Nottingham Board of Guardians.

The shot 
had entered at the back of his neck and passed ont at his 
mouth. He died almost instantly.

In handing his reply to the Master Treasurer ho accom- 
panied it with a few words, whereupon the Master Treasurer 
proclaimed in a loud voice that he "ad it in command from 
his Royal Highness to declare the library to bo now opened. 
Bowing gracefully right and left to the audience his Royal 
Highness then quitted the hall, the procession was reformed, 
nnd in the same order as before retraced its steps and pro- 
ceeded to the Temple Church, where a full choral service was 
performed. The anthem was Handel’s glorious “ Zadock the 
priest,” and it was given in superb style by the Middle Temple 
choir, as was also the Hundredth Psalm according to the old 
version. 

After a service in the church the benchers and guests re- 
assembled in the Parliament Chamber, from whence they were 
once more mirshalled to the dining hall to partake of the 
hospitalitics wh'ch had becu provided with so liberal and pro- 
fuse a hand by the benchers. Here, upon the dais at the 
upper end of the hall, a crass table was placed, from which 
branched four others. These were, of Course, for the use of 
the benchers and principal guests; other four tables running 
down the remaining length of the hall being appropriated to 
barristers of a certain number of ycars standing and the general 
guests. From the gallery at the lower end of the hall the 
proceedings below were viewed by a considerable phalanx of 
ladies. 

On His Royal Highness making his appearance the greater 
portion of the company, who had already taken their seats, 
rose to their legs as one man and welcomed him with a burst 
of cheering such as has been seldom heard even within the 
walls of Middle Temple Hall. For the first time during the 
preceedings of the day all restraint was cast aside, and the 
veriest stickler for etiquette forgot himself enough for the 
morneut to nnite bis voice in the universal acclamation. The 
Prince of Wales, however, was not to monopolise the greoting. 
Others were there, renowned in the senate, on the jadgment 
scat, and the battle-field, veterans in their several professions, 
whose claims to their countrymen's gratitude were not to be 
ignored: and, as they passed up the floor they were quickly 
recognized and cheered to the echo. This was specially shown 
in the case of Lord Clyde and Lord Brougham. 


The Master Treasurer presided, and was supported on his 
right by His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, the Right 
Hon. Lord Westbury (Lord Chancellor), the Right Hon. Lord 
John Manners, the Master of the Temple (Archdeacon 
Robinson), Chief Justice Erle, Sir Cresswell Cresswell, Vice-

NARROW ESCAPE OF BLONDIN. 

(SEE ENGRAVING ON FRONT PAGE.) 
On Thursday, Blondin, in his after dark performance at the 
Crystal Palace, met with an accident by which he nearly lost 
his life. His performance on the rope had been going on for 
some time, when suddenly the lights became exhausted, and 
the whereabouts of the daring adventurer was entirely lost to 
the gaze of the anxious crowds below. This state of things 
continued for some considerable time, perhaps a quarter of an 
hour, and a chill seemed to fall upon the whole scene. It was 
now fully twenty minutes since Blondin started from the conire 
mast. for the second time, and people began to look grave, and 
to ask themselves the question as to whether the “ poor fellow” 
had met with some mishap. All eyes were bent on the south 
mast, when suddenly a blue light was kindled, and Blondin, 
amidst a tremendous clapping of hands and shouting of 
“Bravo!” appeared wheeling a barrow, discharging fireworks 
of the most magnificent description. He continued with as 
much steadiness and self-assurance as though he had been on 
terra fena, tiil he reached within a few foot of the centro mast, 
and hero it was that this intrepid and daring man nearly lost his 
life. He was standing with the handles of the barrow in his hands, 
and his balancing pole resting as it were on the handles; a 
man was stationed on the platform of the mast, to render what 
assistance might be necessary; and this assistant while in the 
act of raising the wheel of the barrow from the rope, to enable 
Blondin to wheel it on to the platform, by some meaus or other 
overbalanced his master, and in an instant the pole crashed 
upon the ground, and Blondin fell head downwards, most 
miraculously saving himseli by clasping the rope with hic 
feet. In this position he remained for some minutes before b- 
could regain his hold, when he seated himself astride the rope, 
and was londly greeted by the thousands who a minute befor- 
were horror-struck at his perilous position. Hé then stepped 
on to the platform, whence he was drawn on his hobby-horso 
amidst a grand display of fireworks and tumultuous cheers أن‎ 
congratulation. His wife, who witnessed the narrow escape 
her husband had had, was carried from the gallery in hysteric . 
Blondin himself displayed the greatest coolness, and not i 
nerve appeared shaken. Our artist who was presen‘ in the 
reserved seats, has given an exact representation of the appal:- 
ing scene.

Now, the task proposed is a much harder and more doubtfal 
one than the abolition of the temporal sovereignty of the Pope. 
With Rome as the capital of the Italian Kingdom, the reaction 
which has been the cause of so much mischief and bloodshed in 
Naples would be killed, and something like homogencity im- 
parted to the new dominions of Victor Emmanuel. It would 
leave the Government free to develop the resources of the 
country, and so prepare it for any eventuality-- either to pur- 
chase the freedom of Venetia, or, if that were not possible, to 
enforce it. As cvents, however, are about to dispose them- 
selves, Italy wil have to enter upon a contest with 
Austria, greatly crippled. The state of the South kept in 
a condition of chronic irritation, through cabals at Rome, 
will absorb & great portion of military power, and prevent the 

centration of a large army omn the Po; and unless Louis 
N apoleon came to their aid, it is doubtful whether Italy and 
Hungary alone could defeat Austria, and free Venetia. Before 
accomplishing the latter, they woull have to take some of the 
strongest fortresses in the world, streugtliened by every known 
means of defence. Louis Napoleon's appearance inthe field would 
în all probability bring Germany out on the other side, and per- 
haps also Russia. Thus the contest would be widened until 
Europe in its remotest corners would feel its fearful effecta, 
and amidst which the new-born liberties of Italy might perish, 
The prospect i$ appalling, and the Italians would do well to 
consider the conseqtiences ere they listen to the seductive pen 
of Kossuth, or be predipitated into a terrific struggle through 
the wily projects of the French Archimage.

FEARFUL HURRICANE AND SHIPWRECK ON THE

north, ond suddenly inereased to the heaviest storm which has 
been known here for some years. The evening of Friday was fine 
and still, but exceedingly cold, and snow fell about half-past 
eight. At two o'clook this morning the wind had increased 
so violently and rapidly that the sé& began to form in hu 
breakers, and fears were entettained for some vessels in the 
offing, and for the oraft that were known to be on the fishing 
und in great numbers, Before the storm had reached its 
ht, a small vessel called the Wave, was brought safely 
into this harbour by a nobleman who had been outside the 
pier m his bont waiting for her approach. The master fe: 
ported that two vessels were astern of him at some distance, 
trying to make the harbour, whereupon the pilot ventured out, 
and haa been no more seen, nor have the vessels arrived, Mr, 
Appleyard, theharbour-mastcr, states distinctly that between 
three and four o'clock this morning he saw a werebant vessel, 
or Coiier, drifting towards the rocks, about three smiles south 
of h, at a part of the bay were vessels have fre-

je rocks, in the midst of a very fearful sea, when her lights 
red, and no more was seen of her.

One bont 
rep rts ihat on Saturday afternoon, while seudding before the 
conle about forty miles outside, she saw within a quarter of a mile 
a-head of hera lugrer marked “Y. H.” (Yarmouth) go down 
with all hands, and on passing over the spot one of the crew of 
the unfortunate vessel was seen clinging to the wreck, but owing 
tothe tremendons aea running which was expected momentarily 
to overwhelm the Iugger, no assistance conld be rendered to 
the poor fellow. Another boat reporta the loss of a Sherring- 
ham lugger, which waa seen to disappear, with all hands, in a 
terrific sea. Aa these vessels are manned by nine men and a 
boy, twenty souls must have perished. The storm rated on 
Sunday, but with partially abated violence, and the wind having 
shifted to the north, a largo fleet of vessels were driven back 
into these roads for shelter; on Sunday night there mnst have 
been some thousand, extending from Caister to Lowestoft, a 
distance of thirteen miles. Many have been obliged to put into 
harbour with inasts gone, sails split, rigging carried away, or 
damage of some sort. During the night the smack Adventurer, 
of Harwich, parted from ber anchors and was carried on to the 
North Sands, where they were rescued by the lifeboat from a 
position of the utmost peril and were taken to the Sailors’ 
Home. It is feared that the shipping reports on this coast will 
contain a long list of casualties.

the jury that to find that the plaintiff was entitled to damages, 


they must find that the deceased had a right to be where she 
was when the accident happened, because it was a very 
different thing to a person falling down a hole belonging to a 
shop or in the public highway. The jury returned a verdict 
for the defendant. 

BRADLAUGH v. Epwarps.—The Lord Chief Justice of the 
Common Pleas gave judgment in this caso on Tuesday. Ho 
said in this case the plaintiff had moved for a rule for a new 
trial on several grounds. It appeared that the plaintiff had in- 
tended to make an address to the inhabitants of Plymouth, and 
the defendant had prevented him, took him into custody, and 
locked him up in the station. An action was then brought by 
the plaintiff for a false imprisonment, and the question was 
first, was there any justification ? and secondly, if not, what 
damages was the plaintiff entitled to? Tho jury found there 
was no justification, and the question for the court was what 
damages the plaintiff was entitledto. The plaintiff complained 
that there was miscarriage on the part of the learned judge on 
several grounds. The court, taking the wholo matter into con- 
sideration, were of opinion that there ought to be no rule. 
Rule refused accordingly. 


Rey. MR. HzATH'S CASE.—In the Arches Court Dr. Lushing- 


ton has pronounced an elaborate judgment on a case which 
the Bishop of Winchester had instituted against the Rev. Mr. 


Heath, who was accused of teaching doctrines repugnant to 
the Church of England, such as denying tho forgiveness of 
sins, &c. Dr. Lushington found him guilty, but delayed 
sentence and intimated that retractation was still open to Mr. 
Heath. 


FORGED CHEGUES.—At the Mansion House on Monday 
Richard Manning, a butcher, residiag at No. 13, Craven-ter- 
race, Bayswater, and Lydia Atkins were brought before the 
Lord Mayor, the former charged with uttering a cheque for 
£15, purporting to be signed by Mr. George Virtue, and drawn 
upon the London Joint-Stock Bank, Princess-street, and the 
latter with forging aud uttering the same cheque. 

From the evidence adduced, it appears that the prisoner 
Manning presented the cheque at the London Joint-Stock 
Bank, when it was immediately detected to be a forgery. A 
constable was sent for, and, when he was asked how he became 
possessed of the me, he said he received it that morning 
in a letter from elt at Mr. Virtue's Walton-on-Thames, 
who owed him some money, and sent the cheq ue in payment. 
The officer went to Mr. Virtue's and saw the female prisoner 
there, and requested her to write Mr. Virtue’s name on a piece 
of paper, and it was found thatthe signature of the cheque ex- 
actly corresponded with tho writing on the piece of paper. The 
prisoner was then taken into custody ; but she denied having 
sent the cheque to the prisoner Manning. 

Mr. George Virtue said the signature to the cheque pro- 
duced was not in his handwriting, nor was it written by his 
authority. Evidence was given that the defendant Manning 
received the cheque in the manner described and he was dis- 
charged. The female wrs remanded. 


ATTEMPTED MURDER IN THE BoROUGH.—On Monday, at 
Southwark Polioe Court, George Phillips, a young fellow of 
very bad character, was placed at the bar before Mr. Burcham, 
for further examination, ch with attempting to murder 
him with a knife. The evi- 

tor, who appeared to be suffering severely 
rom thé عاداہ‎ of the Wound, showed that on the evening of 
Tuesday the 22nd ult., he was drinking with a female named 
Russell, in a low house in Market-street, Borough-roed. They 
had some words together about a ring which she wore, and the 
prosecutor threatened to take it from her. She ran out and 
entered another house close by, and, as the tor was 
about to follow her, the prisoner came up to him and pushed 
against him. They then had a fight in the street, and the 
prisoner, finding he had the worst of it, ran into the house 
where the female was gone, and, having secured a knife, he 
rushed out at the prosecator, and deliberately stabbed him in 
the left side with it, and then made his escape. The prose- 
cutor, who fell exhausted by the loss of blood, was conveyed to 
a surgeon's, who bound up the wound, and, after administering 
stimulants, had him carefully conveyed to the hospital. Infor- 
mation of the outrage was given to the police, and on the fol- 
lowing day the prisoner was apprehended. After hearing 
some evidence to the effect that the prosecutor was in a dan- 
gerous state, the prisoner was remanded. 


MURDER AT BiLsTON.— Within a few hundred yards of the 
scene of the late atrocious murder at Bilston another was per- 
early on Sunday morning last. At a place called Brad- 
a woman named Sarah Cooper, wife of Thomas Cooper, a 
mill furnaceman, had occasion to get up about six o'clock on 
Sunday morning to fetch some water, when she found one 
William Lewis, a widower, of 59 years of age, lying in the 
road in a most pitiable state. She summoned assistance, and 
he was found to be dead, with such marks of violence about 
him as to indicate that there had been foul play. He was re- 
moved to his lodgings, which were with a brother, who resided 
close by. On examining the body some fearful wounds were 
observed on the back and arms. There was a large bruise on 
the left temple, with marks on several parts of the face. A 
Mrs. Waller heard in the night about three o'clock cries of 
* Murder" repeated several times, with such additions as “ Do 
you have a little mercy upon me and don't kill me." She, 
however, was afraid to get up, as her husband was “subject to 
fits," and she dared not leave bim. A widow Solloway heard 
similar cries, and got to the window and heard, as she thought, 
the man being beaten with astick. Saw a man she considered 
was Richard Hickman, and called ont to him. The pockets bf 
the deceased had been turned inside out nnd money nbstracted 
when he was found. Lewis was an iron roller nt the Dupe- 
fields, and consequently in the receipt of goo? wages, and as 
he had no family to keep, it was generally considered that he 
was “a man of a little money.”

bours the fire in the bedroom was speedily put out, and Dv. 
Knott, of Coventry, was sent for without delay ; but medical 
skill availed nothing, the young lady expiring on the following 
morning. 

On Saturday morning a man about forty was found huddled 
up and dead in an outbuilding near the Mint, Southwark ; and 
another about forty, in the New-road, Marylebone, both having 
perished from want and exposure to the inclemency of the 
weather. Tho bodies were taken to the district workhouses. 

A very painful feeling has been caused in commercial circles 
in Newcastle by a melancholy and fatal accident which occurred 
to Mr. John Arundale, cashier to Messrs. Lambton and Co.'s 
Bank, on Sunday night. Mr. Arundale, whose wife was stay- 
ing at Tynemouth, in precarious health, was waiting at the 
Manors Station, Newcastle, for the six o'clock train down to 
that place. As the train approached the station and was about 
to come to a stand, the unfortunate gentleman was observed to 
raise his hands above his body, as if seized with a fit. Almost 
immediately afterwards he staggered forward, and fell from 
the platform between two carriages. Tho result was that the 
head of the poor gentleman was all but severed from his body, 
and in this condition he was removed to the goods station, life 
being extinct. 

On Saturday evening a man named Henry Wild, belonging 
to Sunderland, was picked up on the North Eastern Railway, 
at Gateshead Fall Station, having staggered on the line while 
drunk. He had been run over by a train, and was dreadfully 
mutilated. He died on Monday morning.

Hor WATER versus CANNON BaLLs.—A sort of infernal 
machine, called the New Orleans battering ram, is about to be 
employed in the American war. It relies for its means of 
offence and defence upon the plentiful administration of hot 
water, which is thrown, through hose attached to boilers, on to 
the enemy’s vessels. The vessel is the length of an ordinary 
steamboat, the roof being arched in shape, covered with rail- 
road iron, so as to prevent balls from penetrating, and the balls 
in striking will immediately glance off without having any 
effect, let the position of the gun be what it may. At the bow 
of the boat is a ponderous cutter, made of the best steel, tho 
object of which is to cut a vessel in two. This will require a 
very great power, which the projectors think they have attained 
in the way of two powerful engines. The vessel attackod by 
this ram, if it survives bisection, is to be disabled by boiling 
water, which will drive the men from the deck, and spoil the 
charges introduced into the cannon.

“ KLEPTOMANIA”— THE LADY BOOK-STEAL- 
ERS.— Two young ladies who, when taken 
into custody, gave the assumed names of Long 
and Murray, were sentenced at the Middlesex 
Sessions on Wednesday. The prisoners, it 
appeared from the evidence, entered several 
booksellers’ shops on the pretence of purchasing 
books for school prizes, and whilst they were 
being shown the articles they contrived to 
secrete several of them in a black leather bag, 
which they carried underneath their shawls ; 
and, in order to got out of the shop withont 
making a purchase, they directed the books 
they selected to be sent to a fictitious address. 
They pleaded guilty to the charge, though 
refusing all information as to their relatives and 
connections. They were sentenced each to nine 
months’ imprisoninent with hard labour.
